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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 43-46, 49-53, and 55-57 are pending; al claims are treated on the merits 
in this action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 43-46, 49-53, and 55-57 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first 
paragraph, as failing to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) 
contains subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to 
reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the 
application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. The claims now require 
a "granular pharmaceutical powder." The specification describes only one such power, 
ENCOMPRESS. But the claims are not limited to ENCOMPRESS, instead reading on a 
variety of powders. The amendment introduces new matter because the full scope of 
the amended claims is not described in the original disclosure. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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Claims 43-46, 49-53, and 55-57 remain rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Norling in view of Buseti for reasons of record and those discussed 
below. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicants' arguments have been considered but are not persuasive. Applicants' 
first allege that Norling's core is a non-pareil or pellet, whereas Busetti's core is the core 
of a tablet. Applicant argues that these are different from instantly claimed granular 
powder. Particularly, Applicants allege that Norling's cores have poor flow 
characteristics compared to the claimed granular powder, and that the claimed granular 
powder is not spherical like the cores of the art. 

In response, the claims do not contain any limitations regarding the flow 
properties of the granulated powder, nor are there any limitations related to the shape of 
these powders. The limitations upon which Applicants attempt to rely cannot support 
patentability because they are not present in the claims. 

Even if these limitations were in the claims (they are not) there is no evidence of 
record to support Applicants' allegations regarding the flow properties of Norling's cores. 
It is an error to consider attorney arguments as evidence. Also, Applicants 
interpretation of Busetti does not appear to be correct. While Busetti exemplifies tablet 
cores, it clearly is not limited to tablet cores. See claim 1 . Even if Applicants 
interpretation was correct, its relevance to the rejection at issue is not clear, nor do 
Applicants offer any explanation of its relevance.
